southern states on 
Christmas day he 
would wonder if he 
had not in some 
way got his calen 
# dar twisted and if 
it was not really the Fourth of July 
Instead. 

The stores are full of firecrackers at 
this time, and every child in the south 
has his firecrackers and cannons and 
horns and the like. The noise starts 
at midnight Gee stn as eve, and all day 
long the craclfers and toy cannons are 
fired. The bands march around play- 
ing the favorite southern songs, “Dixie” 
and “My Maryland,” and the soldiers 
march the streets to the strains of the 
music, stopping now and then to fire 
salutes. This is the happiest time of 
the year to the southern children. 

Santa Claus visits them just as he 
does the children in the north. 

Among the Pennsylvania Dutch you 
never hear of Santa Claus. If you 
were to be there at Christmas and 
talk about him the children would ask 
you who you were talking about. The 
“man with the pack” who visits them 
is called Pelznickel, and the mother 
of bad children often threatens them 
with the saying: ; 

“You'd better be good or Pelznirkel 
will catch you!” 

Some old man in the neighborhood al- 
ways plays the part of Pelznickel on 
Christmas eve and dresses up so the 
children will not recognize him and 
starts out. On his back is a large bag 
of toys, which he holds in place with 
one hand, and in the other hand he 
holds a switch. Then he comes to the 
door and asks the mother if the chil- 
dren have been good. To those whom 
she says have been good he gives pres- 
ents, and the bad ones he catches—if 
he can—and playfully strikes them 
with the switch which he carries. 

Among the descendants of the old 
Spanish settlers in some parts of Amer- 
ica we find that they observe a week 
in the celebration of Christmas. This 
begins one week before Christmas. In 
the daytime they have dinners at each 
other’s home, and in the evenings they 
give a series of parties at the different 
houses, In the evening the young folk 
go to the home of one of their number 
and knock, and then all begin to sing. 
Those within the house ask, ‘Who is 
there?” and the answer is, “The Vir- 
gin Mary and St. Joseph seek lodging 
in your house.” To carry out the Bible 
story they are at first refused admit- 
tance, and then the door is opened 
wide, and they are all given a hearty 
welcome. 

On Christmas eve the old and young 
all join together and have a big cele- 
bration. In a large hall they fix up 
one side to represent the manger, and 
here they very solemnly give a little 
play, in which many take part, the 
characters being Mary and Joseph, the 
wise men, the shepherds and the an- 
gels. This play is very real to them, 
and they all play their parts with a 
reverent spirit. 


THE CHRISTMAS MESSAGE. 
It Reached the Blind of Sight and 
Should Touch the “Blind of Heart.” 
One Christmas eve a lady was walk- 
ing in the city of Berlin enjoying tae 
pretty sights. She stopped to look at 
a large window where was laid out the 

lowly stable in Bethlehem. 

Before the window stood two little 
girls, their faces beaming with pleas- 
ure, while they talked to another little 
girl behind them, around whom they 
had their arms. This dear child was 
quite blind and to her poor sightless 
eyes the pretty window told no story. 

But the loving little friends told the 
blind child of the rude stable, the hay, 
the cows and the sheep, the sweet 
mother beside the manger in which the 
Christ child was sleeping, the open 
door through which the wondering 
shepherds were coming. and the bright 
star above which shed a soft, silvery 
light over all, and the wise men with 
rich gifts for the little sleeping babe, 
who was the Son of God, our Saviour. 

The little blind girl listened till her 
face grew happy, and she clasped her 
hands together, saying again and again, 
“Ah, that is beautiful!”

CHRISTMAS 
DINNER 


EFORE sitting down to your 
Christmas dinner you should 
read this through. Then you 
will be able to eat the roast 

beef or turkey and plum pudding with- 
out any misgivings as to the conse 
quences. The Christmas dinner, ac- 
cording to a well known medical au 
thority, is, after all, a simple affair, 
and its ingredients are in general of 
the most wholesome kind, Roast beef 
or turkey and plum pudding represent 
in plain terms the constituents of what 
is from a physiological point of view 
a complete diet, presenting all classes 
of reparative material demanded by the 
great processes of nutrition. It con 
tains a balance of proteins, fats, car- 
bohydrates and mineral salts which go 
to make up healthy tissue. 

The plum pudding in particular is a 
complete food in itself, and the only 
risk of the Christmas meal is taking 
an excess of the good things which it 
provides. Fortunately people nowa- 
days do not need to be told to guard 
against excess. 

The gospel of temperance in regard 
to both eating and drinking has been 
preached most effectively by the med- 
ical profession, and laymen are numer 
ous enough who possess a sensible ac- 
quaintance with simple physiological 
facts to guide them. This knowledge, 
however, is not a fetter to their liber- 
ties, nor does it diminish their joy. 

Indigestible dishes are not, as a rule, 
the feature of the Christmas dinner ta- 
ble. It is difficult to select anything 
more digestible than turkey, roast beef 
or Christmas pudding eaten in bal- 
anced quantities. There are plenty of 
other meats and sweets which are far 
more trying to the digestive apparatus 
than these. During the Christmas fes- 
tivity, having regard even to the finest 
requirements of the functions, it is pos- 
sible to be merry and wise together, a 
line of conduct which is in complete al- 
legiance to physiological orders. 





THE SINGING 
of CAROLS 


AROLS were sung every year in 
England from time immemo- 
rial until in 1525 the people 
were prohibited from singing 

on account of the serious illness of 
the king. For this reason the Christ- 
mas of 1525 is remembered as the 
“still Christmas." In 1562 Christmas 
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carols of a more solemn nature were 
introduced. By the Puritan parlia- 
ment Christmas was abolished alto- 
gether, as much for political reasons 
as for the hatred for the Roman Cath- 
olic church, but after the restoration, 
when the Stuarts again gained the 
throne, the Christmas carols exhibited 
a hearty, cheerful and even jovial 
character. 

A writer in the Gentleman’s Maga- 
zine, an English publication, in 1811 
tells of the following experience on 
the North Riding of Yorkshire: 

“About 6 o’clock (on Christmas morn- 
ing) I was awakened by sweet singing 
under my window. Surprised at a vis- 
it so early and unexpected, I arose, 
and, looking out of my window, I be- 
held four young men and six young 
women welcoming with sweet music 
the blessed morn.” 

This practice of greeting the neigh- 
bors on Christmas morning with songs 
is still maintained in severa! parts of 
England, and the singers are called 
“waits.” The word, probably meaning 
“watchers,” at first was applied to 
court pages, then to town musicians 
and has now become restricted to the 


singers of the carols on Christmas | 


morning. 


Four Ancient 


Christmas 
Carols 





HE ancient Christmas carol 
“Holy Night” is German in its 
origin and is considered by 
many persons to be the most 

beautiful of all Christmas carols. It 
has sometimes been ascribed to Martin 
Luther, but the consensus of expert 
opinion is that it is much older than 
his time and is one of the oldest of 
German folk songs. 

The carol ‘God Rest Ye Merry, Gen- 
tlemen,” is English in its origin and 
dates back to about the beginning of 
the seventeenth century, although the 
author of the words and the composer 
of the music are unknown. ‘The fine 
old melody sung to this poem pos- 
sesses all the best qualifications of a 
sterling hymn tune and will probably 
last as long as the verses with which 
it is always associated. 


Originally the old carol was sung in 


polyphonie harmony with the melody 
placed in the tenor, as was the invari- 
able custom of the seventeenth cen- 
tury Modern transcriptions of it. 


| however, have placed the melody in 


the upper voice part instead of the 
third ‘toice part. as formerly. This 
carol, too, is one of the most popular 
and most beautiful in the entire range 
of Christmas music. 

The carol “Draw Nigh, Immanuel,” 
is one of the oldest pieces of coherent 
music in existence, and both the words 
and music far antedate any of the 
others. The music is an old French 
melody, dated from the thirteenth cen- 


tury, although, of course, it has been | 
harmonized to conform with more mod- | 


ern standards. 


There is a most curious but beauti- | 


ful musical effect at the close of this 
carol The wordg of “Draw Nigh, Im- 
manuel.” are about 100 years older 
than the music, being taken from the 
Mozarabic breviary of the twelfth cen- 
tury, and it-is generally believed that 
they were taken from the liturgy of 
the early Christians at Toledo, Spain, 


where the Mozarabic breviary was for- | 


mulated. 
Another carol, ‘The First Noel.” has 
a traditional French melody and prob

Enough registered voters stayed 
away from the polls to have chang 
ed several results on the November 
ballot, according to the figures tak 
en from the state of vote as just is 
sued by Secretary of State Jordan 
Out of the 268,588 voters who were 
qualified but did not vote, probably 
the good after-election figures can 
tell how and where the state might 
have been swung to the Republican 
column, but it’s all over with, so 
what’s the use? There were 1,314, 
416 men and women registered, but 
1,045,858 voted, which is a little less 
than 75 per cent turn-out, ‘ 

Although it has been gaid_ that 
less campaigning was done for pres- 
ident than some of the other issues, 
the combined vote for the highest 
electors of all parties amounted to 
within 46,442 of the total vote cast, 
while the United States senatorship 
was overlooked by 94,902 voters. Of

Christmases—a trinity of impressive 
celebrations which occupy an entire 
month. 

First, there is the elaborate Latin 
or Roman Catholic service, 
takes place on our own Christmas day, 
Dec. 25. It is followed, thirteen days 
later, by the Christmas Greek serv- 
ices, as they keep the old calendar, 
then, thirteen days later, by the Christ- 
mas services of the Armenian church, 

In the case of the Latin celebrations 


a procession, after forming in the mar- | 


ket place, marches with great pomp 
and solemnity to the Church of the Na- 
tivity, where the services are held. 
They are conducted in person by the 
Latin patriarch, who comes specially 
from Jerusalem for this purpose. The 
service begins at 2 o’clock in the after- 
noon of Christmas day and 
twelve hours, not finishing until 2 
o’clock the next morning. 

During the whole of this time the 
patriarch sits enthroned in a gilded 
chair crowned by a large cardboard 
miter. 

The service is brought to an end by 
the laying of a beautiful life size wax 
doll in a small gilded wicker basket 
in the grotto or manger. Here it re- 
mains for twelve days, the wonder and 
adoration of many. It is then sold to 
some church in Europe, a large sum of 
money being paid for it. 

The Greek service {s somewhat simi- 
lar to that of the Latin, though there 
is no wax doll. The Armenian Christ- 
mas service, which is held twenty-six 
days after the Latin, possesses extraor- 
dinary characteristics. After prayers 
and the burning of incense the wor- 
shipers gather round a large cal- 
dron, from which they extract meat 
and soup, which are eagerly consumed, 
the Armenians having fasted prior to 
these celebrations.

SUCCESSFUL SHORT COURSES 
CLOSE AT UNIVERSITY FARM 
The most successful short courses 
ever held in ‘California have just 
closed and the last of the 268 stu- 
dents have departed from the Uni- 
versity of California farm at Davis 
and returned to their ranches over 


the state. 
The course in general agriculture 
proved to be the most popular of 


the six weeks’ courses, the total en- 
rollment reaching 89. The poultry 
course was next in popularity, with 
54 attending. Dairy manutactures 
had enrolled 26. This course was 
supplemented by a two weeks’ 
course in cheese making, with 238 


enrolled, six of whom had previously 
taken the six weeks’ course. Seven- 
teen were new students, fifteen of 
these being from various cheese fac- 
tories over the state. This marks 
another mile-stone in the production | 
of good cheese in California. The 
six weeks’ course in horticulture 
was attended by only 29, which is a | 





very small number in proportion to} 
those actively engaged in horticul- 
tural pursuits in this great horticul- | 
tural state. 

Following the six weeks’ courses 
and running parallel with the two 
weeks’ course in cheese making, 
was a very successful two weeks’ | 
course in traction engineering, at- | 
tended by 83 students, which is all | 


that could, be taken care of with the} 
equipment now available at the Uni- 
versity farm. How to care for and 
use efficiently modern farm tractors 
was taught to these visitors. 

All of the students in attendance 
were very enthusiastic, as shown by 
the regular attendance at the lec- 
tures and also by the organizations 
formed and the number of extra 
night sessions held. There was 
scarcely an evening during the last 
three weeks that there was not some 
sort of a special meeting, held vol- 
untarily. A general short course 
organization was formed with Geo. 
E. Chase of San Jose as president, | 
Wood N. Young of Birds Landing | 
as vice-president, Miss Irma Wood- | 
worth of Yuba City as secretary, | 
and W. G. Rnodes of Morgan Hill | 
as treasurer. The other members 
of the executive committee are Wal- 
ter I. Langdell of Camarillo, Mrs. J. | 
J. Berry of Oakland, Frank A. Fer- | 


rin of San Jose, and Oscar B. Lar- |} 
son of Camarillo. Each course also 
formed a_ special organization for 


the purpose of conducting meetings 
along lines of special interest to 
them.
